(A)  Thia  headquarters  was  engaged  in  normal  operations  during  the 
reporting  pariod.  Fmphnsia  was  placed  on  the  i -pruvr-'ent  of  perimeter 
defenses  and  the  performance  of  sentinels. 

(5'  On  6-7  Horemb-r  1968, 1IHB,  II  FFCHCSV  Artillery  achieved  a 
satisfactory  rating  on  a  II  FFORCEV  ACI. 

(6)  There  were  no  adainistratire  or  tactical  moves  by  this  head* 
quarters  during  the  reporting  period. 

(7)  Current  organisational  structure  of  II  FFORCEV  Artillery  ia  at 
Inclosure  1„ 

b.  Operations 

(1)  General.  Thia  reporting  period  was  cnaracterixed  by  the 
repositioning  of  Force  Artillery  units  corrensurate  with  the  conduct  of 
increased  spoiling  operations  and  the  nore  aggressive  efforts  to  seek 
out  the  enemy.  A  significant  redistribution  of  Force  Artillery  assets 
was  required  to  provide  support  for  the  newly  arrived  1st  Cavalry  Civ* 
ision.  Force  Artillery  capabilities  were  taxed  appreciably  by  not  only 
the  support  required  by  this  added  division  but  also  the  support  neces¬ 
sitated  by  increased  activity  on  the  part  of  maneuver  unita  already 

in  the  III  Corps  Tactical  Zone  (Til  CTZ).  Continuing  e-piiasis  was  placed 
on  seeking  new  ways  to  improve  th«  effectiveness  of  AK7N  Artillery, 
particularly  in  the  tree  of  mobilization  of  artillery  assets. 

(2)  T net Leal  deployments  and  missions  of  II  FFQRCEY  Artillery 
Units.  Currant  deployments  of  II  FFORCEV  Artillery  units  are 
Hated  in  Inclosure  2.  Heavy  artillery  coverage  for  III  CTZ  is  por¬ 
trayed  graphically  in  Inclosure  3.  The  current  tactical  missions  of 
Force  Artillery  unita  are  outlined  in  Inclosure  4;  however,  individual 
unit  missions  have  varied  frequently  during  the  reporting  period. 
Inclosure  10  provides  the  coordinates  of  fire  support  basce  and  other 
geographical  locations  cited  in  this  report. 

(a)  While  the  heavy  artillery  coverage  remained  unchanged,  there 
was  conaiderabla  activity  Involving  the  heavy  batteries  during  the 
reporting  period.  At  the  close  of  the  period,  all  haavy  batteries 
were  in  the  configuration  of  two  8  inch  howitzers  and  two  175m  guns, 
with  the  exception  of  Battery  A,  2d  Battalion,  32d  Artillery,  which 
has  three  175am  guns  and  one  8  inch  howitzer.  This  unit  was  reconfigured

at  St.  Barbara.  At  the  cloaa  of  the  last  ropcrtlnr  period  tha  config¬ 
uration  of  Battery  B,  2d  Battalion,  32d  Artill-  ry  at  Tay  Ninh  had  bran 
three  175mm  pins  n)  ine  8  inch  howitzer,  with  the  battery  split  into 
ona  175mn  platoon  and  a  olatoon  of  ona  8  inch  ho.  its*r  and  one  17 5 an 
nn.  This  nosture  was  assumed  in  readiness  to  deploy  tha  175a«  platoon 
east  Jf  the  Angel's  Ung  area  in  support  of  a  ?5th  Infvitry  Divialon 
contingency  plan,  while  retaining  the  capability  of  both  type  weapons 
at  Tay  Ninh.  However,  sines  the  plan  was  not  implemented,  the  battery 
was  reconfigured  to  two  8  inch  howitzers  and  two  175mm  guns  on  18  November. 
Several  support  missions  were  conducted  by  Force  Artillery  units  requiring 
tha  deployment  of  heavy  platoons.  ’»ith  only  one  exceotlon,  one-half  of 
the  battery  deployed  to  support  an  operation,  while  ona -half  remained 
in  position  to  continue  normal  support  of  the  base  area.  The  aovea 
Included:  6  inch  platoon  of  Battery  A,  6th  Battalion,  27th  Artillery 
from  Wuan  Loi  to  Loc  Ninh  in  support  of  tha  1st  Cavalry  Division;  8 
inch  clatoon  of  Battery  A,  7th  Battalion,  6th  Artillery  from  Blen  Hoa 
to  FSB  Julia  in  support  of  the  1st  Australian  Task  Force;  one  8  inch 
platoon  of  Battery  B,  7th  Battalion,  8th  Artillery  from  Tay  Ninh  to  FSB 
Washington  in  support  of  the  25th  Infantry  Division;  one  8  inch  howl tzar 
of  Battery  B,  7th  Battalion,  8th  Artillery  from  Ben  Luc  to  Nha  Be  in 
support  of  US  Naval  operatlona  in  tha  Ihing  Sat  Special  Zone. 

(b)  In  November  1968,  the  1st  Cavalry  Division  -ns  deployed  from 
the  XXIV  Corps  to  111  CTZ  and  assumed  responsibility  Tor  t*<e  northern 
tier  of  the  corps  zone.  The  organic  artillery  which  accompanied  the 
division  consleted  of  three  105mm  howitzer  battalions,  one  AKA  bat¬ 
talion,  and  ona  155mn  howitzer  battalion.  The  arrival  of  tha  division 
artillery  significantly  augmented  tha  available  firepower  in  the 
northern  part  of  III  CTZ.  However,  tha  increased  support  required  of 
Force  Artillery  necessitated  a  substantial  redistribution  of  Forca 
Artillery  Units.  At  tha  close  of  tha  last  reporting  period,  the  6th 
Battalion,  15th  Artillery  (105om),  less  two  platoons  deployed  in  North¬ 
ern  Tay  Ninh  province  was  supporting  CMAC.  On  arrival  of  the  let 
Cavalry  Division,  the  remainder  of  the  battalion  was  repositioned  to 
this  division's  Tactical  Area  of  Responsibility.  Battery  C  reconfigured, 
da;  loying  three  tubes  at  Katua  and  three  et  Thlan  Ngon.  Battery  B  wee 
was  positioned  at  Quaa  Loi  and  Battery  A  positioned  three  tubas  at 
Fhuoc  Vinh  and  three  tubes  at  FSB  Dot.  Battery  F,  16th  Artillery  (155na>) 
deployed  from  Phuoc  Vinh  to  Tong  La  Chon  to  provide  medium  support  for 
divialon  operations  near  tha  Cambodian  border.  Battery  A,  3d  Battalion, 
197th  Artillery  relocated  from  FSB  Thunder  II  to  FSB  Thunder  III  to 
provide  medium  aupnort  to  both  the  1st  Infantry  Division  and  tha  1st 
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Cavalry  Division.  The  1st  C  valry  Division  lmmrtiately  began  operatlona 
in  ti  e  northern  arena.  ansi  throughout  the  p<  rif,  l  Force  Artillery  unitn 
were  hervily  engage, i  with  the  enemy  in  these  .rear,. 

(c)  On  3  November  1%P.  Battery  A.  2d  Battalion,  35th  Artillery 
deployed  from  Nui  Tat  to  YS  615  816  to  continue  support  of  the  Australian 
Task  Force.  The  operation  continued  for  three  weeks,  after  which  th" 
battery  returned  to  Nui  Cat. 

(d)  Cn  3  November,  Battery  C.  2d  Battalion,  35th  Artillery  deploys 
from  FSB  Concord  to  YT  545  060  to  provide  medium  artillery  support  to 
the  18th  ARVN  Diviaion.  To  replace  the  medium  caoability  at  FSB  Concord, 
Battary  C,  lat  Battalion,  27th  Artillery  was  repositioned  from  Tay  Ninh 
to  FSB  Concord.  Vhen  the  ARVN  operation  concluded  on  10  November,  the 
battery  deployed  further  eaat  to  YT  707  022  to  aupoort  an  operation  of 
the  RVN  Karines.  This  operation  lasted  until  23  November,  at  which  time 
the  battery  returned  to  FSB  Concord.  Battery  C,  lat  Battalion,  27th 
Artillery  then  displaced  from  FSB  Concord  to  FSB  Meed  and  assumed  the 
mission  of  general  supcort,  reinforcing  25th  Infantry  Division  rtillery. 

(e)  On  7  November,  Battery  C,  2i  Battalion,  13th  Artillery  displaced 
from  Tay  Ninh  to  FSB  Crocket  II  to  provide  artillery  coverage  for  the 
Fhu  Cuong  Bridge. 

(f>  ‘t  the  close  of  the  last  reporting  period,  Battery  0,  3d  Bat¬ 
talion,  197th  Artillery  waa  ooaiticned  at  Di  An  in  the  1st  In f-rtry 
Diviaion  Tactical  Area  of  responsibility.  On  13  Noveab-r,  the  unit 
deployed  to  FSB  Copperhead  in  the  CMAC  area.  This  repositioning  was 
made  ooaaibla  whan  the  lat  Cavalry  Diviaion  assumed  responsibility  for 
tha  northern  portion  of  the  III  CTZ,  releasing  a  medium  battary  of  the 
lat  Infantry  Diviaion  Artillery  for  deployment  to  Di  An. 

(g)  Battary  B,  2d  Battalion,  13th  Artillery  displaced  from  FSB 
Patton  II  to  Dau  Tieng  on  13  November  with  no  change  In  mission.  Tha 
battery  remained  in  this  location  for  over  three  weeks  before  deoloying 
to  FSB  3ragg  II  on  10  December.  ’ hile  at  this  location  in  a  general 
support  reinforcing  role  to  the  25th  Infantry  Division  rtiliery,  the 
unit  received  several  stand-off  attacks  by  rockets  ind  r.ort*rs.  Cn 
19  January  at  this  location,  the  battery  received  a  major  attack  in 
which  one  howitzer  was  a  combat  loss  and  two  leraonr.el  were  killed  in 
action. 
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(h)  On  20  November  a  three  ^un  platoon  fro*  Battery  A,  6th  Bat¬ 
talion.  15th  Artillery  was  deployed  from  I huoc  Vlnh  to  FD9  Dot  near 

the  Fishhook  area  nnd  rr->nined  at  that  locatlm  throughout  tha  reporting 
period.  Tha  proximity  to  the  Cambodian  borl'-r  r-rultr  i  i.i  frequent 
enemy  mortar  and  rocket  attacks,  with  tha  intensity  of  enemy  action 
requiring  frequent  rotation  of  personnel  at  this  site. 

(i)  A  combined  operation  in  the  eastern  III  CTZ  was  conducted  in 
December  1968.  Participating  units  included  elements  from  tha 
Australian  Task  Force,  '.1VN;  i’.VTt  Karines,  ficyal  Thai  Army  Volunteer 
Forca,  and  tha  199th  Light  Infantry  Brig- de.  To  support  this  oieration 
II  FFOBCEV  Artillery  provided  a  medium  battery  and  on#  8  inch  platoon. 
Battery  A,  2d  Battalion,  35th  Artillery  displaced  from  Nul  Let  to  FSB 
Chestnut,  while  a  platoon  of  Battery  C,  7th  Battalion,  8th  Artillery 
moved  from  Bien  Hoa  to  FSB  Chestnut  on  3  December. 

(j)  ‘t  the  conclusion  of  tha  combined  operation  a  sizable  enemy 
threat  to  tha  Bearcat  area  materialized.  Tha  8  inch  platoon  of  Battery 
C,  7th  Battalion,  8th  Artillery  was  therefore  displaced  from  rSB 
Chestnut  to  the  Bearc  t  area,  and  Battery  A,  2d  Battalion,  35th  Artillery 
was  repositioned  from  FSB  Chestnut  to  the  southeastern  edge  of  Long 

Binh  Post.  The  latter  position  provided  medium  artillery  coverage  to 
loth  the  Beare-’t  end  the  Blen  Hoa/Lcng  Binh  areas.  Additionally, 
three  searchlights,  four  Vulcuis  and  two  additional  M42  "Xis tars  wera 
deployed  to  the  Bearcat  area. 

(k'  An  8  inch  platoon  of  Battery  C,  7th  Battalion,  “th  artillery 
returned  to  the  vicinity  of  rSB  Chestnut  to  provide  tear?  artillery 
coverage  for  a  two  week  Australian  oceration  on  21  December. 

(!'  Cn  5  January  Battery  C,  21  Battalion,  35th  Artillery  displaced 
from  B  en  Hca  to  FS3  Julia  with  tho  mission  of  general  support  reinforcing 
the  Australian  Task  Force.  The  unit  remained  in  this  area  throughout 
the  remainder  of  the  re  orting  period. 

(3)  Artillery  in  tupport  of  the  Capital  ullltarr  Assistance 
Com-.  - nd.  Cue  to  the  arrival  of  the  1st  Cavalry  Division  and  the 
increased  enemy  threat  in  the  northern  III  CTZ,  it  was  necessary  to 
reduce  the  fire  support  provided  CKAC  by  Force  .  rtillery  by  deploying 
the  6th  Battalion,  15th  Artillery  to  th*  1st  Cavairy  Division  TAOS. 

The  units  remaining  in  suoport  of  CMAC  inclule:  Battery  B,  7th  Bat¬ 
talion,  9th  Artillery  (105mm)  at  Nha  Be;  Battery  C,  2d  Battalion,  35th 
Artillery  (155mm)  and  Battery  C,  3d  Battalion,  197th  Artillery  (155ibb)  at 
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FSB  Copperhead.  In  addition,  a  light  battery  from  tha  1st  Infantry 
Division  Artillery  assumed  tha  mission  of  the  Force  Artillery  battery 
removed  from  Cat  Lai.  Battery  P,  7th  Battalion,  Rth  Artillery,  although 
rot  within  CMAC,  providaa  general  support  reinforcing  fires  to  ur.itr. 
OPCON.CMAC. 

(»)  Artillery  Support  for  tha  Blen  Hoa  Tactical  Area  Comand 
(PHTAC) .  BHTAC,  a  parallel  ARVN/US  command  formed  to  coordinate  the 
defense  of  the  Long  Binh/Blen  Hoe  complex,  became  operational  in  early 
N'oveaber.  Force  Artillery  normally  provider,  one  heavy  battery,  on* 
light  oattary  and  ooa  medium  battery  immediately  responsive  to  BHTAC. 

These  unite  presently  include  Battery  C,  7th  Battalion,  8th  Artillery 
at  Elen  Hoa;  Battery  C,  1st  Battalion,  27th  Artillery  at  FSB  Concord; 
and  Battery  C,  7th  Battalion,  9th  Artillery  at  FSB  Concord.  At  the  close 
of  the  period,  BHTAC  artillery  sssets  hod  been  sugaented  by  the 
positioning  of  Battery  A,  2d  Battalion,  35th  Artillery  at  Long  Binh  Post. 
Additionally,  Force  Artillery  maintains  one  medium  artillery  unit  at 
Bearcat,  currently  Battery  A,  5th  Battalion,  42d  Artillery,  which  can 
orovlda  medium  coverage  for  tha  southeastern  BHTAC  area. 

(5)  Artillery  Support  for  SF/CIDG. 

(a)  On  3  November  a  platoon  (2  tubas)  of  Battery  R,  5th  Battalion. 

42d  Artillery  was  air-lifted  to  the  Punard  Special  Forces /CIM  camp  to 
support  a  Mobile  Strike  Force  operation.  The  unit  reacined  at  this 
location  for  more  than  a  month  and  then  returned  to  Bearcat. 

(b)  In  response  to  a  request  for  medium  artillery  support  for  a 
Mobile  Strike  Force  operation  in  northwestern  Tey  *'inh  province, 

Eettery  C,  3d  Battalion,  197th  Artillery  on  30  November  deployed  one 
platoon  (2  tubes)  from  FSB  Copperhead  in  the  CMAC  area  to  Thien  Ngon 
for  a  seven  day  period. 

(c)  Centurion  III,  a  Mobile  Strike  Force  operation,  wee  initiated 
on  19  December.  Due  to  tha  large  area  covered  by  tha  operation,  tha 
artillery  support  provided  by  II  FFORCEV  Artillery  vea  implemented  in  two 
phases.  Battery  C,  2d  Battalion,  35th  Axtllijry  vea  positioned  at  FSB 
Farrel  from  FSB  Concord  and  continued  aupport  from  that  location  until  the 
maneuver  unit  was  out  of  range.  At  this  time  tha  unit  vaa  returned  to 
Concord  and  another  unit  waa  positioned  at  FSB  Batty  to  continue  support 
of  tha  Mobile  Strike  Force.  This  unit  vaa  a  provisional  battery,  Pattary 
D,  2d  Battalion,  13th  Artillery,  composed  of  three  105na  tubes  from 
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battery  A,  id  Pattalloi ,  13th  Artillery  and  three  155rn  tul cs  from 
Pi'tery  b,  3d  Patta1.  Ion,  l°7th  Artillery,  “he  provisional  battery 
supported  this  operation  until  14  January  !"  it  which  tine  l*r  two 
platoons  returned  to  their  parent  batteries  it  Fhu  1/>1. 

(d)  n  17  January  1°6°,  Patter/  D,  .'1  R-ttalion,  1  Hh  Artil1»ry 
(provisional  battery)  wnr  reconstituted  and  der’^y'-d  fr^n  Fhu  Lol  t.-, 

7SE  Dcttie  to  support  ocer-tlon  '""nturion  IV,  ar'ther  Motile  f. trike 
Force  operation  northeast  of  Centurion  III  and  well  into  Var  Zone  fi. 

The  unit  remained  in  this  area  during  the  remainder  of  the  reportirg 
per  leal. 

(6)  Split  catterles.  Although  the  artillery  has  the  capability  of 
splitting  batteries,  this  technique  creates  serious  command,  control  and 
logistical  problems,  and  its  extensive  use  is  therefore  avoided  if  possible. 
IXiring  the  reporting  period,  however,  Force  Artillery  units  were  required 

to  split  batteries  at  an  unprecedented  rate  In  order  to  provide  support  f-r 
the  many  slmul tancour  operations  being  conducted  in  III  CTZ.  The  trtal 
battery-days  of  split  battery  operations  for  the  three  months  -cached  the 
excerticnell;  high  figure  of  1337  for  artillery  with  II  FTPRCEV. 

(7)  A?.V!.‘  Artillery.  The  prepar-tien  of  ARVJt  units  ultimately  to 
assune  the  conduct  of  all  military  operations  against  VC 'WVA  forcer,  has 
become  a  matter  of  Increasing  concern  at  this  headquarters.  Over  the  past 
three  months  close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  CO,  III  Cures  Artillery 
and  with  the  US  Artillery  advisors.  Freouent  visits  to  ARTIS  artillery 
sites  have  t«>en  made  by  CC,  II  FFCFCFV  Artillery  ond  members  of  hir  staff. 
The  status  of  all  aspects  of  ARVK's  ocerat:~ns  has  been  thoroughly 
analysed,  and  ways  to  assist  in  the  elimination  of  problem  areas  have 

been  sought  at  every  opportunity.  In  most  areas,  the  artillery  has  rir"- 
ificantlv  less  problems  than  do  the  other  elements  of  ARVTS;  however,  in  the 
most  critical  area  of  tactical  motility,  the  artillery  has  been  severely 
limited.  In  fact,  until  five  months  ago  oil  of  the  batteries  in  III  "?Z 
were  fragmented  into  widel"  dispersed  two-gun  rl«tcons,  i!3»bilir*d  in 
fixed  sites,  with  the  primary  mission  of  CVS  territorial  defense.  There 
was  little  unit  integrity.  Artillery  headquarters,  lacking  flexibility  and 
aggressiveness,  exercised  little  or  no  control  or  coordination  ever  the 
fires  of  there  dispersed,  innobile  elements.  As  a  result,  the  artillery 
could  not  and  did  not  respond  to  the  needs  of  the  forees  on  the  ground. 
Infantry  maneuver  units  and  Revolutionary  Development  (RD)  forces  were 
restricted  to  operating  within  areas  where  there  was  ^equate  artillery 
•rtant.  In  August  1966,  the  first  steps  were  taken  to  mobilize  the  A?VV 
artillery  when  ten  platoons  t^re  released  from  their  territorial  defense

maneuver  elements  could  be  ruojbrted  with  rer.ronsive  organic  artillery. 

This  first  criticil  step  vns  r.ccompliched  with  degradation  of  the  terri¬ 
torial  defense  coverage;  however,  in  order  to  r-’eane  additional  platoo"', 
paps  would  be  left  in  the  coverage.  Therefore,  In  November  1C4P,  up^n  the 
reouest  of  CG,  III  CT2,  a  plan  was  formulated  by  this  headquarters  — -.’’mg 
for  the  assumption  of  the  responsibility  for  territorial  defense  .n  there 
areas  by  US  artillery  units  in  II  FFOkCEV.  In  this  second  phase,  ten 
additional  platoons  were  mobilized.  These,  together  with  the  first  ta»’ery 
of  a  newly  organized  corps  artillery  1 55am  howitzer  battalion,  nr-ught  i 
twenty- three  the  number  of  mobile  artillery  platoons  in  III  CT1  ready  t 
respond  to  the  needs  of  the  ground  gaining  and  pacification  units. 

Qiphasie  will  now  turn  to  monitoring  the  operations  of  these  mobile  ei«. 
men's,,  and  providing  assistance  where  required  in  the  areae  of  tactical 
employment  and  training. 

(8)  Banlorment  of  Improved  Conventional  Munitions. 

(a)  The  expenditure  rate  of  improved  conventional  munitions  has  in¬ 
creased  considerably  since  tho  last  reporting  period,  with  over  12CC  rcunds 
being  expended  in  the  III  CT2  during  this  period,  as  compared  to  558  for 
the  previous  three  months.  This  increase  can  be  attributed  to  additional 
command  interest,  the  increese  in  areas  authorised  for  the  expenditure  of 
these  munitions,  and  cublication  of  a  more  detailed  and  less  restrictive 
letter  of  instructions.

The 
letter  of  instructions  permitted  the  divirion,  separate  brigade  and  group 
commanders  to  delegate  the  authority  to  expend  these  munitions  to  the 
supported  or  supporting  battalion  leval. 

(b)  A  system  was  established  to  maintain  accurate  data  regarding  the 
expenditure  of  ICM.  This  reporting  system  was  necessary  to  provide  the 
maneuver  unit  eomsvuiders  information  regarding  areas  that  have  been 
targeted  with  ICM  and  to  provlda  CINCFAC  detailed  information  on  ICM 
effectiveness. 

(c)  A  request  was  submitted  to  HACV  to  relax  the  rules  of  engagement 
for  Improved  conventional  munitions  to  provide  for  engagement  of  a  wider 
variety  of  targets. 

(9)  Artillery  Accidents  and  Incidents.  Every  round  that  leaves  a 
tube  in  Vietnam  is  headed  toward,  by  or  over  friendly  troop  positions 
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and  areas  occupied  by  friendly  civilians.  There  is  simply  no  margin

(a)  Coerdlsatl-n  and  crr.trol  errrrr  by  »ch*lcrs  ebe-va  taferr. 
Shortcomings  in  the  systea  for  e-ntrolllng  and  c'-rrJir.atir.g  fi-c.  k-r- 
isolated  early  in  this  reporting  perlcd.  A  thorough  evaluation  of  tha 
operationa  of  the  FDC'a  and  TCC's  of  battelien  and  higher  heednuert*rs 
resulted  in  significant  imerovements  which  tava  materially  reduced  errers 
hy  these  agencies.  In  addition,  the  rules  of  enrepe-en*  and  TAG  GCI's 
were  rev.sed  in  an  effort  to  clarify  and  simplify  all  procedures  for 
clearing  firaa. 

(b)  Firing  hs*.t  ry  errors.  Firir.r  tat^ry  errors  continue  to 
result  flron  the  lac*  of  evrerience  of  bat*ery  personnel  and  a  failure  to 
adhere  to  prescribed  double  check  rroc»dures.  In  order  to  rrovide  com¬ 
manders  with  an  accurate  and  effective  means  cf  evaluating  the  professional 
competence  end  state  of  training  of  their  perrer.nel,  a  corpre-ersive 
Artillery  Ccobat  head  ness  Evaluation  Program  v*:  recently  estatilrhed.

(c)  F.-rvcrd  Cl  server  »rr-rr.  The  lefe-r  at  Ir.rl*s;rc  S  wri*’en  by 
a  young  officer  sorving  as  a  fcrvsrd  observer  in  the  1st  Infantry  Givl- 
sion  and  recently  distributed  to  til  FO's  and  L‘.C*s  in  this  corrard,  c-rya 
to  point  out  the  com  lczlty  of  the  Job  which  the  young  officer  is  called 
upon  to  perform  as  an  FC  In  Vietnam.  In  an  effort  to  insure  that  he  is  as 
thoroughly  prepared  and  qualified  as  possible  before  being  sent  t -  f Jfill 
there  responsibilities,  every  rajor  headquarters  has  been  encouraged  to 
review  and  improve  their  procedures  for  select. ng  and  training  PC's. 
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( ri >  Civilians  In  a  rror«*rlr  cl»ar»d  ar»n.  Tn  an  effort  to  reduce 
the  number  cf  Occidents  resulting  from  fr'endlv  civilians  being  In 
areas  for  which  cleorinccr  had  been  pror*rly  '-t-ined  from  CVN  agencies, 
the  following  actions  have  b*en  taken: 

i.  The  problem  hns  been  brought  to  the  ittenti-n  of  the  offlc*  of 
CtTCCROS.  Upon  the  reoueat  of  CCRDC  personnel,  uffiMent  eorles  cf 
the  I!  FFCRCEV  regulation  governing  rules  of  engagement,  which  had  '<*' 
translated  into  Vietn-uaece,  were  provided  for  distrltutlon  to  all  seet-r 
and  rubsector  headquarters. 

US  artillery  units  have  been  Instructed  to  establish  liaison 
with  local  CVW  clearance  agencies  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  friendly 
population  overlays  and  insuring  that  these  are  continually  updated. 

The  units  are  required  before  firing  to  check  target  grids  against 
these  overlays  in  order  to  insure  the  validity  of  GVN  clearances. 

(10)  KTCF  -otionr.  hiring  this  reporting  reriod,  II  Fr“'*"7 
Artillery  ccn-.urted  a  thorough  evaluation  of  the  F'r's  of  all  corrs 
artillery  batteries  and  prepared  arrropriate  y^E's.  Many  of  th»  charges, 
such  cc  providing  the  batteries  with  a  second  FDC  and  duplicate  sets  of 
equipment  in  the  firing  battery  headauartera,  were  necessitated  by  the 
increasingly  frequent  cractiee  of  splitting  batteries,  ~ther  char gee, 
such  as  providing  the  batteries  with  AN  GRC  14.2  long  range  radios  ar-d 
increasing  the  skill  level  of  the  artillery  nechanlcs  at  battery  level 
were  necessitated  by  the  great  di«tan'-»J  ever  which  the  batter  i<*.‘  and 
their  service  and  rucrort  elements  must  operate,  ''har.gea  were  a!:*  .  ub- 
mitted  for  the  automatic  weapons  battali-n  and  for  the  target  accu.rition 
battery,  tailoring  these  units  for  the  unique  missions  they  must 
aeemrlish  in  Vietnam. 

(11'  Aviation  Turrcrt.  At  the  end  of  ’he  previous  reporting  r«r;cd, 
the  aviation  assets  available  to  this  ho-  -'quarters  and  its  assirrM, 
attached,  and  CFCCH  units  included  2  '"’-IP,  5  ,'H-feA,  3  CM- P,  1  V-h,  and 
6  0-1 D  assigned  (a  t-tal  of  1"  aircraft,  all  rant  op  the  avlaticn 
section  of  the  2 3d  Artillery  Croup)  and  daily  mission  allocations  of  3 
KU-1D  and  6  0-1D  aircraft  from  !I  FFGP.CFV  assets.  These  assets  were 
determined  to  be  inadequate  to  meet  the  requirements  for  command  and 
control  (C  and  C),  emergency  organisational  r*rurp!y,  *nd  Visual  <’eern- 
nairsance  (VS)  for  the  many,  widely  dirrersed  units  -f  this  cer-ar.d. 
Through  close  liaison  wi*h  the  USARV  aircraft  al’ocatlon  office,  * 
crcgram  was  developed  which  will  provide  II  FFTRCFV  artillery  units 
with  additional  aircraft  on  the  following  sche'ule: 
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Jan  W  3  0C-6A  helicopters  hay*  been  delivered  to  the  nevly 
formed  5Ath  Artillery  Group  Aviation  Gection. 

Feb  69--  3  additional  0IU6A  aircraft  will  be  drawn  by  tha  5Ath 
Group. 

Mar-Gep  -  3  OH-23's  are  scheduled  for  issue  to  the  23d  Group  and 
6  to  the  54th  Group,  as  th»y  becoa*  available  thro  igh 
a  retrofit  program  developed  by  th*  UGA.tV  Aviation 
•Section. 

With  these  additional  assets,  th*  catnanders  and  their  staffs  will  be 
able  to  exercise. aore  effective  control  over  the  operations  of  their 
units. 

(12)  Prceraas  to  increase  tha  accuracy  of  Artillery. 

(a)  Metro. 

X.  During  th*  reporting  period  the  following  astro  stations  were 
relocated  in  order  to  provide  increased  coverage  and  aore  frequent 
broadcasts  in  th*  areas  of  greatest  artillery  density.  (At  Inclosur* 

6  is  a  aap  depicting  th*  astro  coverage  in  III  CTZ  and  a  list  of 
broadcast  tiaes  for  all  stations):

£.  A  recommended  AGL  has  been  subaitted  to  the  direct  and  general 
support  activities  to  assist  then  in  requisitioning  and  stocking  repair 
parts  necessary  for  support  of  th*  nawinsend*  -/stems.  Obtaining 
critically  needed  expendable  items,  particularly  radiosondes  and  calciua 
hydride  charges,  continues  to  be  e  problea.  Close  liaison  with  direct 
and  general  support  agencies  has  resulted  in  th*  elimination  of  a  rnnber 
of  errors  in  supply  records  which  were  contributing  to  this  problea. 

The  continued  attention  of  this  headouarters  will  be  devoted  to  this 
area  until  a  normal  flow  of  these  iteae  ie  attained* 

2,  Because  th*  paraneters  caployed  in  evaluating  th*  quality  of 
the  output  of  th*  various  MET  stations  were  revised  in  Noveaber,  a  sta¬ 
tistical  comparison  of  th*  quality  of  the  output  for  this  reporting 
period  cannot  be  provided.  It  is  the  considered  opinion  of  th*  KET 
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Quality  Control  Team,  however,  that  the  validity  of  the  MIT  outpute 
haa  improved  during  the  past  three  months, 

(b)  Artillery  Cali.*,  ration.  With  tt.e  issue  in  ald-October  of  the 
M36  Hadar  Chronograph  on  a  basis  of  one  to  each  division  ertliicrv  and 
two  to  each  artillery  rrcvip,  the  requirement  for  the  coord i.-atlon  of 
the  calibration  sup. ort  by  the  177th  Ordnance  uetaehncnt  was  signifi¬ 
cantly  reduced;  however,  it  was  by  no  meana  eliminated,  with  the 
general  support  unit  released  froa  the  prl  ary  responsibility  of 
servicing  the  division  end  eorpe  units,  attention  was  turned  to  the 
brigade  site  commands,  AHVN  and  othar  Free  world  Military  Aaalstanee 
Forces,  for  which  significantly  laproved  senrlco  can  now  be  offered. 

In  addition,  It  has  been  found  that  becauea  tha  vary  delleata  :'.)6  chrono¬ 
graph  la  difficult  to  aaletaln,  continued  support  for  division  end  corps 
artillery  units  is  still  ceceseary  on  a  reduced  seals.  With  the  eaablned 
assets  of  the  organio  H36  radars  and  tha  continuing  support  of  the  177th 
Ordnance  Detachment,  the  calibration  requirements  of  all  artillery  bat¬ 
teries  in  III  CTZ  can  now  be  satisfied  on  a  regularly  scheduled,  timely 
basis. 

(c)  Survey.  The  majority  of  the  survey  effort  has  been  defotei  to 
establishing  survey  control  for  AUVN  and  Free  »orld  Military  Assistance 
Forces  end  surveying  LEFTAhJ  and  perimeter  defensive  positions  within 
tha  Long  Blnh/Plcntatlon  area.  A  total  of  17  survey  control  points  were 
established,  the  majority  in  the  Long  Blnh/Beireat  area,  and  13  stations 
in  III  CTZ  were  recovered.  (At  Inclosure  7  is  nap  depicting  jd  and  un 
order  Survey  Control  in  III  CTZ). 

c.  IfltalllgBflCr- 

(1)  Assumption  of  Intelligence  Responsibilities  br  BHTAC.  The 
formation  of  the  Blen  Hoa  Tactical  Area  Coonand  (BHTAC )  (see  para  1b 
U))  also  had  a  significant  effect  on  the  intelligence  program  in  the 
tree  of  the  Long  Bir.h/Bien  hoe  coaplox. 

(a)  Cn  5  November,  imodlatoly  after  it  became  operational,  BHTAC 
relieved  HQ,  II  ITChCEV  Artillery  of  the  reaponslblllty  for  coordinating 
the  operations  of  the  flesh  base  towers  end  plotting  central  for  Long 
Blnh  Poet.  Whlla  tha  tower  locations  and  unite  responsible  for  tanning 
them  remained  unchanged,  the  plotting  central  was  relocated  to  the  BKTAC 
FSCE  on  Blen  Hoa  Air  Baas.  In  December,  coverage  to  the  weet  was 
increased  by  tha  addition  to  the  flesh  baas  of  a  tanth  tower. 

(b)  On  1  December  1968,  BHTAC  aleo  aaeumed  control  of  Operation 
Checkmate  Charlie,  a  program  which  had  been  instituted  by  II  FFCRCEV 
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Artillery  on  t>  February  1968  to  provido  ncri-al  observation  as  well  as 
cor.maui  and  control  of  suit orting  .unrhiis  and  artillery  dirinpj  nirfit 
attacks  cn  the  Lone  “inh/uien  Hoa  co-plix.  aiiition  rliTAC.,  on  M 
January  1^69,  i3su.:.nj  responsibility  for  ■;>  .n.iy  Vn  m.saioft:,  wiieri  ha- 
been  flown  over  this  area  by  personnel  of  •  a-.ruartoro,  11  FrOntt^  Ar,i- 
lery  since  2r-  February  1968. 

(2)  Deactivation  of  the  67th  Ir.fantr-/  .."toenment.  On  27  Auiust 
1^68,  Hq,  II  FFtnCoV  Artillery  submitted  a  r<  r:«jt  for  -leacti  vaticn  of 
the  67th  Infantry  Detachment  (GJn)  and  latere,  ttansic-r  of  the  niret* '  n 
spaces  to  ilnB,  6th  TAB,  25th  Artillery.  Theoe  spacer  were  required  to 
replace  the  personnel  on  180  days  TOY  from  Lcl.lL>  who  were  manning  two 
AN/TPS-25A  radar  sections  in  support  of  Capital  Military  Assistance 
Command  (O.AC).  The  request  was  approved  and  on  A  January  19W,  the 
67th  Infantry  Detachment  was  released  froa  its  mission  of  supporting 
3HTAC  and  turneo  in  its  equipment  (four  AN/FPS-A  and  two  AN/TF6-33 
radars).  By  22  January,  the  personnel  of  the  former  detachment  co-pletcd 
training  on  the  AN/TPS-25A  radars  and  relieved  the  T Ji  personnel  at  the 
two  OUC  sites.  Action  is  currently  being  taken  by  this  heausuarters 

to  assist  EHTAC  in  obtaining  three  A1./1P6-5  radars  to  replace  tr.e  grcur.u 
surveillance  radars  which  they  lost  in  this  transaction. 

(3)  Identification  of  the  75:.t.  nccoillcss  Rifle  rro'.c ctile.  During 
November  1968  the  enemy  began  making  greater  use  of  the  Chicoa  75mn 
recoilless  rifle  as  an  indirect  fire  weapon.  Cue  to  the  higher 
trajectory  in  this  r.oce,  the  projectile  is  easily  mistaken  for  that  cf 
the  IE  75mm  pack  howitcer.  Furthen-.cre,  many  characteristics  &•  i.'.c  two 
projectiles  arc  similar  and  both  veaions  arc  available  to  the  enemy. 

Since  correct  identification  is  essential  to  an  accurate  evaluation  of 
the  enemy's  artillery  employment,  II  FFCrtCEV  Artillery  made  distribution 
to  all  units  of  pictures  of  these  projectiles  and  tr.eir  fra^sents.  (See 
photos  at  Inclosure  8). 

(A)  Sugfillliass  <3i  lalaliUaatt  iaia^a*  <>  December  1968,  ii 
FF'QRCEV  Artillery  instituted  a  program  to  thoroughly  analyse  the  validity 
of  intelligence  information  and  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  artllle-y 
fires  on  Intelligence  targets.  The  23d  and  5Ath  Artillery  Croups  were 
directed  by  this  headquarters  to  conduct,  whenever  possible,  aerial 
surveillance  of  missions  conducted  on  intelligence  targets,  with  emphasis 
on  conducting  this  surveillance  as  early  in  the  mcrslng  and  late  in  the 
evening  as  practicable.  Results  to  date  nave  not  buen  conclusive  because 
the  majority  of  these  targets  are  located  under  a  thick  jungle  canopy, 
making  accurate  surveillance  difficult.  However,  some  reports  of 
secondary  explosions  and  damage  assessments  have  been  received  and  the 
program  will  be  continued  until  conclusive  results  can  be  obtained. 
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0)  Acquisition  of  Additional  Ati/Viy/.A  Kadara.  With  the  arrival 
in  November  1^b8  of  the  1st  Cevilry  uivlsn.i.,  four  A.’./.'.Pl^AA  radars  vert, 
edded  to  the  countermortar  surveillance  easels  in  this  eras,  bringing 
to  thirty  the  number  of  sets  In  operation  in  III  CIS.  Three  of  the  four 
radars  have  been  operating  at  Phuoc  Vlnh,  tong  Be,  end  Tong  Le  Chon; 
the  fourth,  which  has  occupied  five  different  sites  since  its  arrival, 
is  presently  located  et  fire  support  base  UvAiVT,  northeest  of  .»JI  bA  LIU 
Mountain.  During  the  months  of  December  end  January,  these  four  radars 
experienced  over  3Ct  of  the  rocket/aortar  attacks  which  occurred  within 
range  of  counteraortar  sites  in  III  CTZ.  Of  those  occurring  within 
range  of  these  four  sets,  plckupe  were  aade  on  25S.  They  have,  therefore, 
provided  a  valuable  edditlon  to  the  counteraortar  coverage  in  Ill  CTZ. 

(6)  Dacantlcn  Techniques  La  the  Eanlovaent  of  AN/VPC.AA  Radars. 

(a)  It  was  noted  that  with  considerable  consistency,  aorta r  end 
rocket  attacks  were  initiated  while  en  AN/V.JV-4A  radar  was  oriented  in 
e  direction  other  than  that  of  the  attack,  suggesting  that  the  eneay  is 
evare  of  the  limited  sector  of  scan  of  the  radar  end  plena  hi3  attacks 
from  locations  outside  of  this  narrow  sector.  In  order  to  deny  h.a  the 
knowledge  of  which  direction  the  radars  are  sccnning,  a  field  cxtccient 
cover  was  designed  to  completely  inclose  the  sets.  This  cover,  vnlcn 
consists  of  a  parachute  draped  over  four  uprights  which  extend  above 
the  top  of  the  entenna,  completely  conceals  the  radar  froa  view  viti.out 
any  degradation  of  the  radar's  capability. 

(b)  Fast  experience  hts  revealed  that  the  presence  of  an  AJi/*.i«.-4A 
radar  ects  es  a  deterrent  to  mortar  attacks.  A  program  has,  therefore, 
been  developed  to  establish  a  series  of  decoy  and  dumy  sites.  The 
decoy  quite  simply  consists  of  the  field  expedient  inclosire  descrlted 

in  the  previous  paragraph.  To  date  three  dummy  sets  have  been  construct¬ 
ed  et  sites  in  Nha  Be,  D1  An,  and  Long  airJj  Post.  To  insure  the  creditll- 
lty  of  these  deception  devices,  a  program  of  rotation  of  dummy  and  actual 
sets  has  been  initiated;  in  addition,  aost  of  the  decoys  are  pieced  in 
positions  which  are  o.i  occasion  occupied  by  radars. 

(7)  Analysis  of  Counter-mortar  Karlar  (C'K)  Effectiveness.  In 
December  1968,  a  program  to  evaluat#  CMK  effectiveness  was  initiated. 

The  basic  parameters  considered  ere  rocket/aortar  attacks  within  range 
of  radars,  the  status  of  the  sets  (operational  or  not),  mid  radar  pick* 
upa  of  these  ettacka. (NOTEi  A  separate  program  evaluates  the  effect¬ 
iveness  of  the  disposition  of  the  radars  by  comparing  the  total  number 

of  rocket/aortar  attacks  to  thosa  which  fall  within  nnge  of  AN^iP^-AA's). 
The  analysis  provldas  a  measure  of  the  radari  capability  to  cover  an 
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area  (the  capability  varying  by  the  n  inbor  of  potential  targets  to  ba 
protected  and  the  nuaber  of  potential  launch  oltea  within  the  range 
fan),  the  operational  capability  of  the  individual  sets,  and  operator 
efficiency.  In  December  the  effectiveness  against  the  172  attacks  with* 
in  radar  range  was  20.4JI,  with  the  effectiveness  of  individual  radars 
ranging  froa  O-iroi  (Sea  Inclosure  9). 

2.  (C)  WCCUaa  laJdaagni-teimfi&l _ Commander1 a  Ohsarvatior.s^  evalua¬ 

tions.  and  Recommendations. 

a.  Personnel.  None. 

b.  Operations. 

(1)  Computation  of  Improved  Conventional  Munitions  (ICM)  Fire 
Missions. 

(a)  Observation.  Double  checks  to  insure  the  accuracy  of  fires 
cannot  be  performed  on  data  for  105n»  and  155mm  I  Cl  fire  missions 
computed  by  FADAC. 

(b)  Evaluation.  Due  to  a  change  in  the  planned  height  of  burst  of 
ICM,  programmed  into  the  FADAC  tapes  but  not  yet  changed  in  the  'ibuiar 
Firing  Tables  (TFT's),  these  two  sources  of  firing  data  produce  different 
solutions.  The  Gunnery  Department  of  the  US  Army  Field  Artillery 
School  has  informed  this  headquarters  that  the  data  provided  by  FrD AC 
will  produce  optimum  effect  on  the  target,  and  that  revised  TFT's  are 

in  the  process  of  preparation.  While  manual  computations  can  be 
verified  by  a  second  Independent  computation  using  the  same  tables,  those 
of  FADAC,  to  be  truly  independent,  must  be  checked  either  by  manual 
computation  or  a  second  FADAC.  Since  few  batteries  have  access  to  a^ 
second  FADAC  and  data  computation  by  and  transmission  froa  another  r lC 
is  too  time  consuming,  the  double  check  of  FADAC  data  must  be  performed 
manually.  Until  the  revised  TFT's  become  available,  this  manual  check 
cannot  be  accomplished  for  ICM  missions,  requiring  that  batteries  employ 
the  lesr  effective  TFT  data. 

(c)  Recommendation.  That  publication  and  distribution  of  FT  1 C 5 
ADD- 8-2,  FT  105  ADO-F-1,  and  FT  155  ADD-A-1  C6  to  unit#  in  Viatnaa  be 
expedited. 

(2)  Erratic  Debris  Fallout  Pattern  of  Illumination  hounds. 

(a)  Observation.  The  fallout  pattern  of  debris  from  ertillery 
illumination  munitions  is  so  widasprvad  and  arratic  that  it  has  been 
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necessary  to  restrict  the  use  of  this  ource  of  vitally  needed  illunire* 
tion  In  this  combat  theater. 

(b)  Debris  from  those  ro’.rds  has  landed  in  every 
direction  arovr.d  both  the  .  olnt  of  ejectioi  ar.d  the  predicted  pcint  of 
impact,  with  the  carrier  landing  as  far  away  as  600  meters  beyond  the 
predict’d  impact  point.  T..is  seemlnrrly  innocuous  nmitlon  is  far  fr '.r, 
harmless  ns  evidenced  by  the  ni  e  dent!  s  a  d  eleven  Injuries  whirl,  lave 
resulted  from  the  impact  of  the  debris  of  five  illumination  rouws  over 
the  past  two  months.  As  a  result  it  has  teco.ic  r.cces.  hTj  to  restr.  ct  tl.t 
use  of  these  munitions. 

(c)  Recomncndatlon.  That  an  RAD  program  be  initiated  Immediately 
to  develop  an  artillery  illumination  round  which  either  destructs  its 
carrier  and  other  impedimenta  or  deposits  them  in  a  small,  predictable 
pattern. 

(3)  Precautions  in  the  Use  of.  Artillery.  Tites. 

(a)  Observation.  There  is  no  guidance  available  upon  wl.icl  to  tase 
a  seteminatior.  as  to  which  PD,  SQ,  or  MT33  artillery  fuzes  slould  to 
employed  when  firing  during  a  heavy  rain. 

(b)  Evaluation.  For  all  PD,  S;,  and  MTSQ  fuzes,  TM  9-1300-203 
includes  the  precaution  that  premature  functioning  may  occur  during 
heavy  rainfall;  however,  r.o  guidance  is  provided  in  this  or  any  other 
document  stating  which  fu7e  or  fuses  are  least  sensitive  to  rair. 

(c)  Recommendation.  Tl.at  a  study  be  conducted  to  determine  the 
relative  sensitivity  of  PD,  Slj,  and  .TTSQ  artillery  fuzes  to  heavy 
rainfall. 

«•  Training  Infantrymen  in  the  Adjustment  of  Artlllen  Flroe. 

(1)  Observation.  Too  often  in  the  past,  inexperienced  infantrymen 
operating  witheut  an  artillery  observer  have  failed  to  call  for  needed 
artillery,  have  not  keen  able  to  adjust  fire,  or  worse,  have  brought 
fire  in  on  their  own  troops. 

•  (2)  Evaluation.  The  infantryman,  particularly  the  I.'CO  and  the 
Junior  officer,  will  often  find  himself  operating  without  an  artillary 
observer  by  his  aide,  for  In  this  environment  of  the  widespread,  small 
unit  operation,  there  are  simply  not  enough  FO's  to  go  around.  These 
non-artillerymen  must  therefore  be  ready  and  abla  to  call  for  and  adjust 
their  own  artillery  fire. 
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(3)  P.eco,~"»ndatlon.  TP. at  the  amount  >1  training  on  the  adjustment 
of  artillery  provided  In  the  infantry  schools  to  si-niMeantly  i  >  creer.nd. 

d.  Intelligence. 

(1)  Expedient  Su.xca  Technique. 

(*)  Observation.  When  the  tactical  situation  ami  sense  .ungle 
vegetation  preclude  the  use  of  normal  survey  methods,  an  acceptably 
accuratt  survey  can  tc  accomplished  by  simultaneously  observing  from 
three  control  points  a  helicopter  hovering  over  a  f 1  re  support  base. 

(b)  Evaluation.  Using  this  procedure,  the  following  problems  may 
be  e i countered:  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  observe  a  helicopter  at 
ranges  exceeding  12  kilometers;  the  maximum  ran^e  for  this  type  of 
survey,  is  approximately  15  to  18  kilometers;  and  if  the  position  at 
one  control  point  is  at  ground  level,  it  beco nes  necessary  for  the 
helicopter  to  fly  at  an  altitude  of  from  1500  to  2000  feet  to  obtain  a 
line  of  sight,  with  the  pilot's  alillty  to  fly  precisely  over  the  desired 
ground  location  decreasing  as  the  altitude  of  the  h.lleopter  increases. 

The  accuracy  of  this  urvey  procedure  depends  oriaarily  upon  t:e  pilot's 
ability  to  remain  on  station  over  the  proper  point  and  on  weather  condi¬ 
tions,  which  can  adversely  affect  aircraft  stability  and  observation 

of  the  helicopter.  Usinfc  the  best  three  of  five  sightines  from  each 

position,  an  accuracy  of  1:500  can  be  obtained  b.  ar  experienced  crew.

(c)  Recom-erdation.  That  this  method  be  used  only  when  the  tactical 
situation  and/or  ti.e  terrain  preclude  the  use  of  normal  .-.ethos;  of  rur.ey. 

(2)  j^ujgjajfaaatelilUea  .vt  ?-id  and  w-frA  alc&all- 

(a)  Cbscrvrtion.  The  0-1D  (Birddog)  fixed  wing,  iirht  otser.aticn 
aircraft  is  more  effective  for  visual  reconnaissance  ( VK)  missions  than 
is  the  0H-6A  (Cay-use) light  observation  h.  licopter. 

(b)  Evaluation.  While  *he  0H-6A  is  a  more  versatile  aircraft  than 
is  the  0-1D,  the  latter  is  far  superior  for  tl  is  one  specialized,  sut 
very  critical  mission.  The  flying  time  of  the  0-1D  is  approximately 
four  hours  as  compared  t-  two  hours,  twerty-five  minutes  for  the  0H-6A. 
This  permits  the  Birddog  to  r-inge  farther  and  remain  on  station  longer, 
two  highly  desirable  qualities  in  the  VR  aircraft.  The  0-10  has  a  wider 
field  of  vision,  permitting  both  the  pilot  and  observer  to  observe  on 
either  side  of  the  aircraft.  The  0-1D  provides  a  very  steady  observation 
platform,  while  the  0H-6A  vibrates  to  such  an  extent  as  to  interfere 
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with  detailed  observation  of  smll  or  camouflaged  targets.  Finally, 
tha  oaaa  of  control  of  tha  0—1 D  permits  the  pilot  tn  assist  in  obs'srv't- 
tlon,  while  the  pilot  of  the  0H-6A  *u3t  devote  r.ia  entire  attention  to 
tha  business  of  flying. 

(c)  Recommendation.  That  the  current  pmgfm  of  plaaint'  out  tho 
0-1D  as  these  aircraft  hit  lost  or  become  tmrepai ral  le  be  reevaluated. 

e.  Logistics. 

(1)  Use  of  Radar-repair  Contact  Tens. 

(a)  Observation.  During  soveral  displaceacnts  of  AK/KP!J-4A  radar 
units,  excessive  non-ope rational  time  his  resulted  upon  arrival  at  the 
new  site. 

(b)  Evaluation.  During  displacements,  AN/MPQ-4A  radars  are  often 
subjected  to  excessive  shock  and  vibrations,  which  can  cause  non-opera- 
tional  tine.  A  radar-repair  contact  to an  standing  by  at  the  new  site 
can  render  valuable  assistance  to  the  rndar  unit  in  attaining  an  o.  cra- 
tional  atatus,  in  spite  of  equipment  malfunetione  sustained  enroute. 
Experience  during  several  displacements  haa  shown  that  the  rdar-repair 
contact  team,  with  experienced  maintenance  personnel,  can  assist  in 
performing  the  necessary  checks  on  the  equipment  to  insure  that  the 
radar  is  rapidly  returned  to  peak  performance  operation. 

(c)  Ra commendation.  That  AN/KPQ-4A  raJar  units  request  that  assist¬ 
ance  of  e  rsder-repeir  contact  teem  when  displacing  to  s  new  loc-tlon. 

(2)  Mlifelll&L aL  Artlllinf  SUIT. a- 

(a)  Observation.  Artillery  sights  are  not  sufficiently  durable  to 
stand  up  under  tha  extreme  climatic  conditions  in  Vietnam. 

(b)  Evaluation.  In  tha  past  four  months,  four  artillery  accidents 
resulting  In  the  death  of  five  friendly  personnel  and  injury  to  twer.ty- 
six  others  were  caused  by  defective  sights.  Of  the  four  type  sl/hts  used 
by  artillery  weapons  tn  this  thoator,  three,  tha  H12A7H,  Ml 1 3  and  M115, 
have  each  bean  involved  in  one  or  more  accidents.  In  each  case  tha  cause 
of  tha  malfunction  was  deterioration  of  tho  sight  mechanism  as  s  result 
of  exposure  to  extreme  climatic  conditions.  EIR’a  have  been  submitted  on 
defective  sights  and  all  sight!  In  this  command  >.ow  receive  a  mo  thly 
technical  inspection  by  Ordnance  personnel. 
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(c)  Hecc-JTndatlon.  That  action  on  tlK's  for  artillery  si.‘hts  t* 
expedited  vxl  uethods  lor  testing  the  durability  of  newly  developed 
optic«vl  rechanlams  be  inproved.

1.  The  duty  of  the  artillery  forward  obaerver  la  to  provide  artillery  aup- 
port  for  the  maneuver  unit  to  which  he  la  aaatgned.  Thia  ia  a  24  hour  a 
day  reaponaibillty,  and  It  require*  Initiative,  common  aenae,  and  the 
ability  to  keep  a  cool  head  when  contact  vith  the  enemy  ia  taking  place, 

2.  We'll  etart  with  calling  In  the  fire  mi**lo  » -ior  to  calling  in  any 
artillery,  the  FO  muat  know  hla  own  location.  1  wo  reaaona,  you  can't 
give  coordinatea  to  the  target  If  you  don't  know  white  you  are,  and  you 
can't  expect  the  artillery  to  fire  for  you  If  you  can't  give  them  your  loca¬ 
tion.  You  have  your  toola  to  help  you,  a  map,  a  compaaa,  the  pace  count 
kept  by  the  point  element,  and  marching  round*,  which  will  be  dlacuaaed 
later.  None  of  theae  are  100*»  accurate,  but  when  uaed  together,  you 
can  alwaya  figure  your  location  within  at  leaat  200  metera  If  you  maintain 
a  conatant  check  oo  all  four,  Suggeation:  When  you're  In  hilly  terrain. 

Song  Be  for  example,  uae  a  1/50,  000  map  which  ahowa  up  contour  feature* 
well.  When  in  flat  terrain,  auch  aa  Thu  Due,  the  1/25,  000  picto  map  can 
be  very  helpful  in  that  it  ahowa  many  more  atreama  and  amall  road*. 

Carry  both  map*  and  check  one  againat  the  other. 

),  lour  own  location,  a  diatance  and  direction  to  the  target,  a  quick  polar 
plot,  and  you  can  read  the  grid  of  the  target.  The  call  for  fire  can  be 
made  uaing  that  grid  and  direction  or  by  uaing  a  ah i ft  from  one  o(  your  pre¬ 
plan  ned  target*  or  marching  round*.  If  you  are  not  uaing  marching  round*, 
the  fir  at  round  fired  in  contact  will  not  be  in  the  target  area.  Reaaon:  95r« 
or  more  of  the  target*  you  engage  will  be  within  200  meter*  of  your  poai- 
tiorv.  For  aafety  reaaona,  contact  fire  miaaion*  ahould  atari  a  minimum  of 
500  metera  from  friendly  troop*.  If  you  alipped  up  and  aren't  *ure  of 
where  you  are,  atart  it  further  out  and  be  ready  to  make  a  bold  •hut. 

4.  The  beat  place  to  put  the  initial  round  ia  over-line  of  the  target  ao  that 
you  can  aimply  drop  the  round*  in  on  the  target.  The  only  time  you  ehould 
do  otherwla*  ia  when  the  initial  round  over-line  will  put  your  element  on 
the  gun  target  line.  In  thia  caae,  place  the  round  over  left  or  over  right  of 
the  target.  Moat  erratic  round*  come  from  cold  tube*  on  the  fir*t  round. 
Once  that  initial  round  haa  fallen  aafely  you  can  atart  to  work  it  in.  If  you 
are  on  the  G,  T,  line  one  thing  you  muat  be  emutiou*  of  ia  large  tree*.  A 
tree  bur  at  can  injure  your  own  troop*  and  will  probably  be  abort  of  the 
enemy. 

5,  How  cloae  to  bring  lr.  the  artillery?  If  the  target  ia  50  meter*  from 
you,  and  the  neareat  round*  100  meter*  from  you,  and  the  enemy  ha*  any 
kind  of  cover,  the  round*  aren't  going  to  do  you  much  good.  You  muat 
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know  where  your  moil  forward  clement  la  If  you  arc  not  In  it.  In  many 
caaea  the  artillery  la  *hut  off  prematurely  by  the  infantry  becauae  of 
fragmentation  falling  out  of  the  eky.  It  la  vour  )ob  to  educate  theae  people 
aa  to  the  rtak  involved  in  cloae  artillery  support,  hut  alao  to  the  fact'lhat 
falling  fragmenta  may  hurt,  but  will  not  kill.  Make  aure  they  know  to 
keep  low.  Depending  on  cover  available,  berma,  rice  paddy  dykea,  etc,, 
105  artillery  round  a  can  he  brought  to  within  50  meter  a  of  friendly  troope 
with  limited  nek.  The  KO  muat  remain  cool  heaJed,  and  he  rrmat  know 
«hat  he  la  doing. 

t>,  What  ahell  or  fuse  ahould  be  uaed?  The  aituation  will  dictate  what  to 
uae.  Shell  HE,  Fuac  Quick  la  uaed  moat  often,  t/ut  many  of  your  contacta 
will  be  with  Viet  Cong  in  bunkera,  A  heavy  volume  of  medium  or  heavy 
artillery  with  fuac  delay  ia  beat  for  thia  aituation.  In  the  rare  caae  that 
you  catch  the  enemy  in  the  open,  at  a  aafe  dlatance,  uae  fuae  VT.  VT  ic 
alao  good  for  aampana  on  a  river.  You  will  have  many  occaclona  to  uae 
the  illumination  round.  Several  thinga  to  keep  in  mind:  one,  wind,  u<* 
a  eta  rang  grid  that  will  cauee  the  light  to  float  over  the  area  to  be  illu. 
mlnated;  two,  don't  make  ahifta  amallcr  than  100  metera,  if  you  do  the 
light  will 'not  appear  to  have  moved  at  all:  three,  the  light  ahould  burn 
out  juat  before  it  touchca  the  ground,  the  more  wind  the  longer  it  will 
stay  up.  Keep  in  mind  what  the  artillerymen  ha  a  to  offer  and  educate 
the  infantry  ao  that  they  will  want  to  uae  artillery, 

7.  How  mu  oh  artillery  to  requeat?  Aa  a  guide  line,  you  don't  have  to 
have  rounda  on  the  target  to  incrcaae  the  method  of  fire.  Sniper  fire 
from  5  AK.47fs  doca  not  mean  that  there  are  only  three  VC  or  that  they 
will  remain  in  the  aame  place.  Air  observers,  for  example,  expend 
many  rounda  working  over  areaa  that  arc  auapect  VC  location*.  You  can 
decreaae  the  Interval  between  impacta  by  upping  the  number  of  round* 
fired  at  each  correction,  i.  e.  platoon  three,  luur,  or  five.  When  contaci 
ia  made,  turn  it  on  quickly,  move  it  around,  and  vary  ratee  oi  fire. 

When  contact  ia  broken  move  it  out,  reduce  rate  of  fire  and  go  to  march¬ 
ing  or  blocking  firca.  Uae  it  when  you  need  it  but  don't  waate  It.  Artil¬ 
lery  ammo  ia  expensive, 

8.  Within  minute*  after  initial  contact  ia  made,  an  Air  Obaerver  will 
normally  be  on  station.  The  AO  can  bo  of  great  help  to  the  infantry. 
However,  hia  effectiveness  1*  greatly  influenced  by  the  FO*s  ability  to 
explain  the  tactical  situation  on  the  ground.  First,  where  sre  the  friendly 
element*;  second,  where  ia  the  enemy,  what  ia  their  estimated  aiac,  and 
how  are  they  deployed  i.  e. ,  in  bunkers,  tree*,  caae  field*,  in  the  open, 
etc.  Locations  are  given  with  reference  to  amok*  popped  on  the  ground. 
Smoke  on  the  flanks  and  in  front  of  the  friendliee  is  necessary.  When 


■  moke  Is  out,  the  FO  gives  location*  using  directions  and  distances  from 
the  smoke.  Ftample:  "Forward-most  friendlies  north  of  green  smoke, 
yellow  smoke  marks  our  east  and  west  flanks.  VC  in  north-south  tree 
line  100  meters  off  east  flank.  Receiving  heavy  automatic  weapons  fire 
from  large  house  with  orange  roof  at  junction  of  tree  line  and  stream  '. 
Markfour  position  constantly  with  smoke  and  inform  the  AO  of  any  changes 
in  location  or  tactical  situation.  Never  give  your  location  hy  saying 
"friendlies  in  hack  of  yellow  smoke"  or  receiv-n*  fire  from  left  flank". 

The  AO  does  not  know  which  way  you  are  facing.  One  thing  to  keep  ir.  mind, 
what  happens  on  the  ground  is  a  responsibility  of  the  infantry  unit  com¬ 
mander;  therefore,  even  if  the  AO  makes  all  of  the  corrections,  it  is  stili 
vour  fire  mission,  your  responsibility. 

9.  Providing  "timely  and  accurate"  artillery  fire  can  be  greatly  facilitated 
by  a  good  prearranged  fire  plan  whether  in  the  night  defensive  position,  ir> 
an  ambuah  site,  or  on  a  sweep. 

10.  In  the  NDP  defensive  targets  should  be  planned  and  fired  in  if  permis¬ 
sible.  When  planning  DEFTARS  keep  several  things  in  mind.  One.  the  gun 
target  line,  keep  off  of  it:  two,  the  likely  avenues  of  approach  to  your  NDP; 
three.  "Charlie"  doesn't  always  use  likely  avenues  of  approach,  keep  •  .  400 
mils  coverage:  and  four,  that  you  are  well  oriented  as  to  where  the  or  'i  T  A3  s 
are  on  the  ground  and  that  you  know  how  they  are  numbered,  A  ground 
attack  at  night  can  be  ao  sudden  that  you  will  never  have  time  to  look  at 

your  map  or  compaaa.  The  beat  way  to  number  them  is  clockwise  from  the 
north. 

1L  DEFTARS  for  the  ambush  patrol  should  be  placed  so  that  they  will  func¬ 
tion  immediately  aa  a  blocking  force  and  rear  security.  'Charlie'  is  well 
aware  of  what  a  DEFTAR  la,  and  when  fired  in.  it  can  easily  be  distinguished 
from  H  and  I  fire.  Have  sufficient!  1  to  5)  orwcall  HF  DEFTARS  S90  ne»ers 
from  your  position;  also,  have  on-call  illumination  targets,  it  is  s  good 
policy  to  fire  in  one  or  two  DEFTARS  to  verify  your  location  and  to  determine 
how  the  battery  ia  shooting.  Bring  these  in  to  400  meters.  When  firing  in 
DEFTARS  for  the  ambuah  patrol  try  not  to  use  more  than  3  rounds  and  fire 
the  round*  at  varying  intervals  more  than  15  minutes  apart.  You  will  usually 
r.ot  go  on  platoon  or  aquad  aiae  ambuah  patrola.  Send  your  recon  sergeant  or 
RTO,  or,  at  a  minimum,  make  sure  the  element  leader  is  capable  of  relaying 
through  you  what  he  needa  in  the  way  of  artillery  support. 

12.  On  s  sweep,  the  use  of  marching  rounds  will  provide  you  with  the  fast¬ 
est  artillery  support  In  the  event  of  contact,  and  also  provide  you  with 
constant  marking  rounds  to  help  you  determine  your  location.  Suggestions: 
one,  fire  one  round  every  05  or  10  minutes  "At  my  command’*,  two,  adjust 
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the  round*  along  *  r*rdm*|  direction  *o  that  you  can  folio'*  the  replot 
data.  Be  cautloua  of  your  rate  of  march  and  the  distance  between  you 
and  your  lead  element.  A*  alwaya,  keep  the  GT  line  in  mind.  Pre« 
pla  nned  target*  should  he  set  up  for  all  sweep*  whether  in  no-fire  tone* 
or  specified  strike  tone*,  Target*  should  he  planned  so  that  at  no  time 
will  you  be  more  than  I.  000  meters  from  targets  that  wilt  provide  you 
with  adequate  coverage.  Tubes  should  be  laid  on  these  targets  on  a  do 
not  load  basis  if  vour  marching  fires  are  theik- fired  or  If  you  are  in  a 
no-fire  soi  e. 

I).  You  have  an  additional  responsibility  in  the  ‘-DP.  When  you  are 
under  a  mortar  or  rochet  attack,  you  will  he  expected  to  get  the  counter 
tires  started.  A  polar  plot  given  to  the  artillery  is  usually  sufficient 
since  they  have  vour  location.  You  should  be  familiar  enough  with  your 
position  that  you  don't  need  a  compasa  to  give  a  direction,  but  never  he 
without  a  compass.  Once  you  get  the  initial  fire  miaaion  called  in,  try 
to  get  an  anaylaia  on  a  crater.  The  chances  are  againat  your  aeeing  the 
flash  or  hearing  the  thud  from  "Charlie's"  mortar  tube.  The  crater 
anaylaia  may  be  your  only  means  of  getting  a  good  direction.  You  can 
easily  tell  from  which  direction  the  rockets  are  coming. 

14.  The  big  point  to  remember  is.  always  be  ready  to  go.  Get  your  fire 
plan  in  as  soon  as  you  can  get  the  sweep  route  from  the  infantry  S3  or 
your  Battalion  LNO.  Don't  wait  until  the  company  commander  gives  the 
route  to  the  platoon  leaders.
